The Archbishops of Canterbury and York have 
approved special forms of Thanksgiving and 
Memorial Service for use on Sunday, November

Memorial Services, primarily for ex-Service men 
and their friends, 

The first financial report of the Disestablished 
Church of Wales will possess special interest for 
Irish Churchmen. Sir Owen Phillips, the Chair- 
man of the Representative Body, reports that 
the total expenditure for the year amounted to 
£405,000, of which the administrative expenses 
amounted to only 14 per cent. The debit baiance 
for the year was £135,000, but sums since re- 
ceived had reduced this to £42,000, of which 
£30,000 was due to loss of interest receivable 
from the Welsh Church Commissioners, which 
the Committee of Finance felt they could not 
now obtain. . This will entail a permanent loss 
of income of £2,000 a year. ‘The misfortune 
would have been greater but for the generous 
response to the milion me appea!. 

At the request of t Chinese Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, a Memorial Service has been 
held in the Cathedral Church of Our Saviour, 
Peking, for his e!der brother, who died recently. 
He was a Churchman and the son of a Chinese 
minister of the Church. All the official world 
of Peking were invited. The church was filled 
with wreaths and scrolls from the President, 
the Premier, and all the other important people 
in the employment of the Government. cent 
returns show that there are now 9,000 native 
Christian missionaries in China.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN DUBLIN.

The Irish Registrar-General’s return for the 
week ending Saturday, October 15th, 1921, 
states ihat in the Dublin registration area the 
births registered during the week amounted to 


| 232—i21 boys and 111 girls—and the deaths to 


110—54 males and 56 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the area, re- 
present an annual rate of mortality of 12.5 per 
1,000 of the population. Included in the 101 
deaths appertaining to the area are 10 from 
diarrheal diseases and one from influenza. 

There were 11 deaths from pneumonia, com- 
rising three from bronche-pneumonia, two from 
obar pneumonia, and six from pneumonia (type 
not distinguished). ! 

Tubercuíous disease caused 16 deaths (includ- 
ing 12 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and three irom other 
forms of tubereulous disease). 

Beven deaths were caused by cancer, eight by 
organic diseases of the heart, and seven b 
brenchitis. Six accidental deaths were recorded, 
of which one (that of a child under one year) 
was caused by burns. Two deaths by suicide 
were also registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 
three were due to convulsions, two to broncho- 
pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 10 to diarrhea 
and enteritis, two to congenital malformations, 
one to premature birth, and four to congenital 
debility. 

Twenty-eight of the deaths registered during 
the week appertaining to the area were those of 
children under five years of age, 24 being in- 
fants under one year, of whom six were under 
one month old, and 17 deaths were those of per- 
sons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 15 were 70 

aS or over. 

Of the 101 deaths recorded, 43 occurred 
hospitals and other publie institutions.

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QUAKERISM. 

Dr. Rufus Jones has written two volumes 
of singular charm and insight. He is con- 
cerned with the history oi Quakerism im 
the nineteenth century, in these islands 
and in North America, and he contrives 
to unite in his book the particular and the 
universal with completeness. He sets out 
with a frank consideration of the causes of 
the decay of Quakerism at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. He makes the 
obvious remark that the second generation 
in a movement does not possess the zeal of 
the first generation. In the second century 
the love and the devotion which the early 
Church manifested was not so plain as in 
the first. There is a law of reaction in 
life. If one, for example, takes a drug, 
the brilliancy. of the moment has to be 


paid for by the depression which follows. 


The Puritans under the Commonwealth 
attained a high level of conduct, but the 
law of reaction came into full force during 
the days of the Restoration. In fact, 
the only way to understand the k; “sé 
tion of the stage in the reign of Charles 
IT. is to bear in mind that the Puritans 
raised conduct to a level exceedingly difh- 
cult to be maintained. We see the same 
lat of réeagtion at the present moment, 
Muny attained a high level of conduct 
during the war, but now the law of re 
action is in full swing. 
. Dr. Jones possesses the signal merit of 
widening the outlook of the reader. He 
sets forth the spread of Quietism:in his 
own. communion, but is equally anxious 
to analyse the phenomena of Quietigm as 
it existed in France, Spain, and Italy. We 
entertain no doubt that these two volumes 
will possess an abiding value, and the 
chief reason is that the author can see the 
background as well as the foreground of 
his picture, There are many details in 
the picture, but all are subordinated to 
the main subject. There is, for example, 
an acute discussion of the advantages and 
disadvantages of an itinerant ministry ; 
but here, too, the matter is linked up with 
wider issues, and the result is that the 
interest of the reader is engrossed. 

The author is epecially happy in his 
account of the ruse of the new social spirit 
among the Fr -sads. Of course, he has 
much to say about their- part in the 
emancipation of the slave; but he is care- 
ful to attach importance to the share taken 
by members of other commutnions, He is 
wise, when sketching the rise of the 
humanitarian and other movements, to 
outline. the characters of the men who 
originated them and carried them on. . 

One of the noteworthy features of the 
book is the care bestowed on John Bright 
and John Whittier. Dr. Jones notes that 
these two distinguished Quakers lived at 
almost exactly the. same period; both 
came from the same social level; they had 
a somewhat similar education; and they 
were strikingly alike in their tastes, their 
convictions, their fundamental ideas, and 
their religious feelings. Whittier once 
said of Bright: “ We had much in common 
—in our religious faith, our hatred of war 
and oppression.”” The author rightly 
ranks them as the two most distinguished 
Quakers since the days of George Fox and 


William Penn, and he turns to them for 


a notable public interpretation of the spirit 
and ideals of Quakerism in the nineteenth 
century. In these two men, as through no 
other persons, Quakerism found a potent 
voice and attracted the attention of the 
world at large. . 
“The Ouakers,” Dr, Jones remarks, 
“have always been intensely humanitarian. 
It has been a central note of their message, 
from the Commonwealth days to the 
present, that man is a being of infinite 
value and of divine possibilities, and that 
every effort should be made that can lead 
to the liberation of men from their 
burdens and limitations. Friends have 
never taken refuge in theology. It has 
never seemed to them a solution of the 
problem to substitute an eschatology for.an 
actually transformed world here. They 
do not feel relieved of the task of raising 
man to his full glory and joy of life on 
earth by the hope that he will get his 
triumph in a new mon and in another 
world. They believe that the first business 
of life for a Christian person is to make 
his positive contribution to the realisation 
of the Kingdom of God in the world here 
where men struggle and suffer. This was 
John Bright’s practical gospel, and he 
gave it voice ia demonstration. His en- 
tire public life was dedicated to the fuller 
liberation of men and to the achievement 
of better conditions of life for hampered 
and burdened men and women. He once 
said that he could not understand how 
‘people who can tell us so much about the 
next world should know go little about the 
present one.” :

A TOILER’S LIFE. 

This book is a human document—pager 
out of the life-story of a man. who has 
“made good.” Dr. Mullin began life in 
very poor circumstances, and till he was 
of the age of twenty-two toiled laboriously 
as a farmer’s boy aná as a carpenter and 
wheel-wright for a scanty living. The re- 
cord of those years of struggle, brightened. 
only by the satisfaction found in books 
and a devoted mother’s love, is the best 
part of Dr. Mullin’s story. It was during 
those years that the lad laid a sure 
foundation for the future in 
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Irish literature, and acquired a working 
knowledge of several languages, including 
Latin and Greek, by his own efforts. 
Doubtless, Irish would have been studied 
also, but in the ‘fifties and 'sixties, and in 
the County Tyrone, where he was born. 
Irish was not much esteemed either for its 
literary or commercial worth. 

How young Mullin got a schooling at 
Cookstown Academy, of which Mr. T. G. 
Houston, M.A., was then principal, how 
he fought his way through Galway College 
and won honourable degrees in arts and 
in medicine, how finally he settled down 
in Cardiff ag a medical practitioner, may 
be read in this agreeable narrative. Some 
points there are to which we may more par- 
ticularly refer. Old Galwegians will read 
with special pleasure Dr. Mullin’s reminis- 
cences of the Citie of the Tribes, and -of 
the teaching staff and students of the 
College. 

Dr. Mullin is a Roman Catholic and a 
Nationalist, and during the major part of 
his years in Cardiff he was chairman of the 
local branch of the United Irish League. 
What he has to say, therefore, concernin 
Irish polities and the leaders of the Irish 
Nationalist movement is of considerable 
interest. But his attitude of general 
tolerance will scarcely please the now 
dominant Sinn Fein Party or the gunmen, 
He pays a fine tribute to Michael Davitt, 
John Dillon, and T. D. Sullivan. P. H, 
Pearse, whom he met at a Pan-Celtic Con- 
ress in Cardiff, he describes as “an 
idealist with his head in the clouds.”’ 
“ At the public. meeting of the Congress he 
spoke for nearly two hours in Irish, with- 
out being able to see that he wearied the 
audience, of whom not more than three or 
four understood a blessed word of what 
he said.” “ Ais with so many Irish idealists 
whom I have met, his political and his- 
torical horizon was limited to his own 
country. He was a man of one idea, and 
such a man is always dangerous, if not to 
others, to himseli, even though their 
motives are most pu and patriotic.” 
Elsewhere Dr. Mullin speaks of the change 
that has taken place in the attitude of 
the British people towards Ireland. He 
acknowledges “the. beneficent policy of 
late years which has turned all our old 
rebels, like! myself, into staunch sup- 
porters of the british connection.” 

Alluding to the infimence of political 
movements on the spirit of poetry, Dr. 
Mullin remarks that “the ballads and 
lyrics of the '48 and of the Fenian move- 
ments comprise the finest gems in Anglo- 
Irish literature.” Again he says: 
“ Although the Sinn Fein movement of our 
own day has produced a large amount of 
verse, all its leading spirits being poets 
more or less, I question whether it will 
stand the samo chance of survival as its 
predecessors. A& far as I can make out 
it has less grip in it, is teo fine-spun and 
wraith-like, Its voice sounds like autumnal] 
winds moaning through leafless woods, and 
much as it may be affected by the dilet. 
tante, will never touch the people’s heart.” 

This is ai judgment which most people 
will endorse. We doubt whether one 
single ballad or verse has emerged during 
the last ten years, drawing inspiration 
from national sentiment, that is worthy of

Mr. Radcliffe ‘has written a book with 
an extraordinary range of learning and 
has been able to, disguise his learning in 
an eminently readable style. If the object 
of art be to conceal art, then his is one of 
the most artful volumes that we know. 
Not only is there graceful English, but 
there are also remarkably fine illustrations 
which enhance the value of this most 
curious volume, We know of no other 
book, in amy modern tongue, which deals 
in any wise with the history of fishing 
from the earliest times. The author has 
much to say about Assyrian, Chinese, and 
Jewish fishing. He describes the methods 
employed, the tackle, the legends—which 
are engrossing in their interest—the super- 
stitions, and, in fact, pisciculture of both 
ancient and modern times. Then he tells 
us much that is novel regarding the prac- 
tices and 'the precepts of angling lure-and 
lore in Egypt, Greece, and Rome. 

It is pleasant to note the discriminating 
appreciation of Aristotle, whom the author 
regards a$ a very great naturalist as well 
as a very great biologist. H points out 
that Aristotle, through living for several 


years close to the sea and from his inter- 


course with fishermen, had amassed a large 
fund of information concerning fishes and 
other aquatic animals. His knowledge of 
the Mediterranean jishes not only exceeded 
that of any ancient writer, but also, if 
Belon, Rondolet, and Salviani be excepted 
that of any writer before Risso and 
Cuvier. Mr. Radcliffe gives curious in. 
stances of Aristotle’s powers of observation. 
He is the first writer to note that its scales 
make possible a shrewd computation of 
the age of a fish. As he had no microscope 
it is astonishing that he was able to pre- 
pare the way for scale-reading.

The King and Ireland. 


We believe that Irishmen of all parties 
and creeds will be offended and disap- 
pointed by the terms of Mr. de Valera’s 
telegram to the Pope. They will be disap- 
pointed because the telegram seems to be 
of bad omen for the success of the Irish 
Conference, which, as is presumed, will 
enter upon its most critical stage to-day. 
Mr. de Valera either consulted or did not 
consult the Irish delegates to Downing 
street before he sent this telegram. If he 
consulted them, and despatched the. tele- 
gram with their knowledge and approval, 
we can draw no hopeful conclusions from 
the fact. If he did not consult them, it is 
quite possible that he has embarrassed 
them. Surely it may be suggested to Mr. 
de Valera that, since he has decided to 
take no part in the Conference, he ought 
to give Sinn Fein's “ plenipotentiaries ”’ a 
free hand and to keep silence even from 
good words—much more, from uncompro- 
mising and unhelpful words. His inter- 
vention might have had some excuse if the 
Pope’s telegram had been a reply to a 
message from the King; but His Majesty, 
with his unerring gift of tact and good 
feeling, has not uttered, of his own 
volition, a single word on Irish affairs 
since the Conference began. The Pope’s 
position, of course, is different. His 
Holiness was entirely free to make public. 
his earnest desire for Irish peace, and 
the vast majority of Lrishmen are heartily 
grateful for his prayers and hopes. We 
may suppose that, if King George had 
failed to acknowledge this most welcome 
message, Sinn Fein would have been the 
first to resent his lack of courtesy. Mr. 
de Valera cannot really have expected 
that, in his due and necessary reply, the 
King could have abandoned the British 
Government's and people s vital. condition 
of an Irish settlement. What then was 


| the motive of his untimely telegram? We 


dismiss the notion that he désired to repri- 
mand the Pope. 

Mr. de Valera’s telegram will offend 
good Irishmen because its terms are a 
negation of qualities which the world has 
associated hitherto with the Irish 
character. Throughout history the Irish. 
man has been not ‘only a fierce, but a 
chivalrous, fighter: He has taken and 
given hard blows, but he has fought as 
Diomedes fought with Glaucus—always 
more than ready to recognise knightliness 
in his opponent. ‘There is little of the 
spirit of knightliness in Mr. de Valera’s 
To-day, if-any Englishman de- 
serves the respect and admiration of Irish- 
men of every party and creed, that man is 
King George V. The claim is not affected 
by Mr. de Valera’s refusal to recognise 
His Majesty as anything more than “the 
King of Great Britain.” In his dealings 
with Ireland the ‘King, as Monarch and 
individual, has shown the rarest courage 
and liberality. He loves our country with 
his whole heart, and desires, almost pas- 
sionately, its peace and happiness. He 
made possible the arrangements which 
secured the truce and resulted in the 
Downing street Conference. Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain told a meeting of members o! 
Parliament yesterday that the Conference 
was the direct outcome of His Majesty’ > 
noble appeal at Belfast. The Pope gives 
the King full credit for his services to 
Ireland and realises that, if pea 'e comes, 
His Majesty's reward will be “the great 
joy and imperishable glory of bringing to 
an end the age-long dissension.’’ In Mr. 
de Valera's comment on this message and 
on the*King’s cordial reply not one word 
of agreement with the Pope's prayer for 
the King has been allowed to intrude. 
Instead, he charges the mast candid soul 
in Europe with the use of “ ambiguities. 
We do not think that there will be much 
ambiguity in the world’s verdict on this 
ungracious censure. 

The resumed Peace Conference will need 
all the help that it can get from an 
atmosphere of chivalry and good-will in 
both countries. The sooner it is able to 
report some measure of definite progres 
the more quickly the danger of ac: idents 
and misunderstandings in Ireland \, ill dis- 
appear. Many questions were asked in 
Parliament yeste rday concerning reported 
breaches of the. truce, and there is no use 
in pretending that such breaches have not 
occurred. For instance, new. Republican 
Courts have been functioning in Dublin 
during the past week; they have. issued 
summonses and have inflicted penalties. 
The Chief Secretary stated that these 
operations involved a breach of the truce 
and that persons who were threatened by 
them would receive

eble that any necessity for such protec- 
tion; with its possibility of further danger 
to the truce, should have arisen; but the

consequences. We must 
write with the utmost restraint on this 
delicate subject. The whole question: of 


the truce has‘ been considered by a com- 
miitee of the Conference, and Sir Hamar 
Greenwood believes that certain steps 
which have been taken will produce safer 
and more satisfactory conditions in this 
country. We await with anxiety an 
official] statement of the ‘committec’s de- 
cisions or recommendations. They cannot 
be announced too promptly and cannot be 


expressed in too simple terms. It is not 
enough, however, that the letter of the 
truce shall be observed. It must be 


observed faithfully in the spirit, and every 
Irishman of every party must be compelled 
to realise that he has a direct personal 
responsibility for the success or failure of 
the supreme effort to save Ireland from 
red ruin and the breaking up of laws.

A Communist Conspiracy. 


The cowardly attempt on the life of the 
American Ambassador in Paris has re- 
vealed a . widespread plot against the 
diplomatic and consular representatives of 
the great Republic in Europe. The people 
of these islands are inclined io regard 
Bolshevism as something peculiarly 
Russian—like caviare or the Cossack’s 
knout—and have lulled themselves into 
the belief that, because Russia is a 
distant country, Britain is perfectly safe. 
The Paris outrage should help -to shatter 
that illusion. Last year, in a town in 
Massachusetts, a gang of bandits—who 
happened also to be Bolshey iks—organised 
a daring robbery in a big shoe. store. 
They murdered two members of the com- 
pany s staff—a paymaster and an armed 
guard. Five of them were captured by 
the police, and two Italians, named Sacco 
and Vanzetti, were convicted of murder in 
the first degree. They are about to be 
executed, and the plot against the Ameri- 
cans in Europe is a Communist vendetta. 
America is exceedingly unpopular in Bol- 
shevist circles, as President Harding's 
Government has a short way with 
fomenters of social revolution; and the 
agitation in favour of the release or pardon 
of Sacco and Vanzetti is the climax of 
a long and bitter feud. France has been 


chosen as the theatre of operations; but 
the bomb which was sent to Mr. 
Herrick in the guise of a bottle’ of 


perfume is believed to have been made in

To-day the Paris Bolsheviks propose to 
hold a “monster ” demonstration outside 
the American Embassy, and, despite the 
elaborate precautions which have been 


taken by the French police, there 
is every likelihood of nasty develop- 
ments. Signori Sacco and Vanzettl 


evidently are important persons in the 
Communist organisation, and their com- 
rades are prepared to go to any lengths 
to secure their escape from the gallows. 
Fortunately, there is not the slightest 
danger that the people of the United 
States will allow themselves to be intimi. 
dated, and the only-effect of the attempt 
on Mr. Herrick’s life will be to strengthen 
President Harding's hand against the Bol- 
sheviks. It is high time that the British 
working man should recognise the nature 
of the snake which he is being tempted 
to harbour in his bosom. Paris is but a 
stone’s throw from London, and anarchy 
makes ‘short work of the most formidable 
frontiers. 


Postal Charges. 


The absurdity of the plan by which Mr. 
Kellaway seeks to restore his department's 
finances to a healthy state becomes clearer 
every day. Despite the higher postal 
charges, the. revenue shows only a slight 
increase. Traders who send thousands of 
circulars, to potential customers have 
found that it is a comparatively easy 
matter to escape the impost. By sending 
their circulars in parcels to Brussels, and 
getting an agent to post them in the 
Belgian capital, they can reduce the cost 
of postage by one-half. Several large firms 
have adopted this scheme, and Mr. 
Kellaway is acutely disappointed. It is 
absurd to accuse them of unpatriotic 
conduct. LEcenomic laws drive buyers into 
the cheapest market, and the business 
man them at his peril. Mr. 
Kellaway’s only remedy is to>give the 
public a postal service which can compete 
with those of Continental countries. When 
he does that—but not until then—the 
revenue of his department will begin to 
increase. His present scale of charges 
not only is unprofitable, but is inflicting 
grave injury upon trade. That fact has 
been proved beyond dispute. An American 
one cent stamp carries a letter from the 
United States to any country in the Latin 
Union. Thus an American merchant can 
circularise a Spanish clientéle for half the

price at which a Dublin merchant can 

circularise his Dublin customers. Could 
absurdity be carried further? 
Street Traffic. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., rendered a public 


service yesterday when he spoke of the 
need of a stricter observance of the rule 


of the road. Dublin lags far behind 
other cities in this respect. The im 


patient motorist or cyclist who tries to 
evade the slower traflic by driving for ten 
or twenty yards on the wrong side of the 
street is a public danger. He may achieve 
his object, but his action tends to create 


confusion and to cause accidents. Cyclists 
are the more frequent offenders, and it is 
to be hoped that yesterday’s batch of 


prosecutions will serve as a lesson. Mr. 
Lupton also commented upon the nuisance 
caused by motor cyclists whose mar ceo 
are not fitted with

effective “ silencers, ” 
recent prosecutions against 
who were guilty of exceeding the speed 
limit seem to have had a good effect, but 
there are still too many of driving 
to the common danger. It would be an 
advantage if the police would devote more 
attention to offences of this kind in 
crowded streets and less to the motorist 
who ventures to let his car gather speed 
on empty suburban roads.

MASTERS OF” LANDSCAPE. 


“LAST HERMIONE LECTURE.

Draughtsmen of Landscape” was the subject of 
the fourth and concluding Hermione lecture of 
the series delivered by Mr. A: M. Hind, 0.B.E., 
M.A., at Alexandra College, Dublin, ytsterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Hind mentioned that there were only 
twenty-seven known landscapes by Rembrandt 
out of six hundred of his works. Great portrait 
painters, he said, were greater 
painters than those who painted landscapes 
only, for the: former invested their pictures 
with personality, and this was a feature of 
Rembrandt's work. 

Van Dyck’s landseape works were few in 

number and were little known. Viewing 
Rembrandt's landscapes one could not help feel- 
ing that one was in the presence of a perfect 
draughtsman, with a true sense of balance in 
his work. 
_ Competing with other artists of his period, 
Rembrandt, in drawing animal subject, was 
more successful, as there was significance in 
his every touch. 

Examples of his work, illustrated. by limelight 
reproductions, showed careful composition in 
his etchings and perfection in perspective. 

He was inclined to heroics in landscape draw- 
‘Ing, as in the instances where he drew large 
castles or hugo mouritains, which he probably 
never saw. Une of his landscapes in the 
National Gallery in Dublin was m that vein. 


There were others. which the lecturer de- 
scribed as midway: between the heroic and 
more simple landscape.

It was a tradition that the artist carried 
about with him a copper plate, grounded with 
wax, to enable him to make an etching from 
the landscape before him, to complete it in his 
spare time. It was definitely known that 
Rembrandt worked direct from nature some- 
times, and at others he built up his cone 
position to suit the basis of the drawing. He 
seemed to have the modern idea of doing & 
drawing for its own sake, rather than with the 
object of selling it. His draw ings showed great 
brilliance and tremendous strength and breadth. 

The lecturer referred in detail to the exoel- 
lence of. the artist’s works in pen and sepia, 
and said that two drawings of old St. Paul's 
and the Church of St. Albans were evidence 
that Rembrandt visited London. 

termbrandt sometimes worked in lyrical vein, 
and of such drawings examples were shown. 
Many pictures were attributed to him, but his 
pupils’ work came so near his own that it was 
dificult to distinguish between them.

Van Dyck's work was different, as towards 
the end of his life he did a number of waier- 
colour drawings almost as modern as any y thing 
one could imagine at that period. 

Mr. Hind concluded by saying that for those 
doing landscape drawing it was essential that 
they should work constantly from nature, start- 
ing as Kembrandt did from the simplest things, 
and adding in details very carefully. They 
should not imitate anything slavishly. Imme- 
diately they got away from what was before 
them they wanted to put in the proper con- 
ventions in the drawing, and once the student 
recognised the method of drawing he should 
pr actise painting and revise it often 

tembrandt kept from mannerism. He did 
what the lecturer descrbed as shorthand draw- 
ing, more completely true from impression than 
any other artist of his time. Po get the mest 
perfeet shorthand in landscape, and to help 
them in appreciating landscape, th y could aa 
do better than make copies constantly

HOW THE LINE WAS HELD AT 
GHELUVELT. 


To-day the 2nd Battalion of the Wercestershire 
Regiment, which js stationed at present at 
Portobello Barracks, Dublin, will celebrate its 
great achievement in staying Ais German ad- 
vancé, and se saving the British front at 
Gheluvelt in the First Battle of Ypres on 3ist 
October, 1914. 

Captain Sheppard is the only surviving officer, 
and! less than a dozen other rahks remain. 
They will be-on parade at the trooping of the 
colour to~xliay. In the ordinary course the cele- 
bration would have taken place ten days hence, 
but, having regard to the weather 
circumstances, it was decided that it suould be 
held to-day. .

oer record se the Worcestershire Regiment— 
the old 29th and : 36th—is a glorious one. In the 
Peninsular War the 29th was at Talavera and 
Albuera, and won the proud distinction of being 


described by the Duke of Wellington as “the 
best regiment in. the Army.” The 56th lest a 
fourth of its numbers at Salamanca, and also 


suffered heavily at Toulouse. 

In the World War the Worcesters upheld the 
highest traditions of the regiment and of the 
“Old contemptibles,”” and the record of the 
2nd Battalion at the First Battle of Ypres ‘is 
one which must perforce be included in every 
history of the war. The Allied offensive had 
virtually ceased on the evening of the 19th 
October, but Sir John French, though cognisant

On the 2ist, however, the enemy attack was 
delivered, and at Becelaere the Germans suc- 
d in temporarily piercing the line. It was 
now abundantly clear that the most that could 
be done was to hold the Ypres salient from the 
Lys’ to Dixmude—a length of fully thirty 
miles—till Joffre could send help. 

Fighting went. on continuously until 29th, 
which marked the beginning of the sternest 
phase of the struggle. Ea arly on the . morning 
the first wave broke against the centre of the 
lst Corps at the point of the salient on the 
GheluselL cross-roads. The Ist Division was 
driven back from its trenches, but before dark 
the ridge at Kruseik had been recaptured and 
the front lime reconstituted

He zave orders to retire to a line a little west 
of Hooge and stand there, though he knew that 
no stand, -however heroic, could save the town. 
He foresaw a retirement west of Ypres, and 
French, who had joined him, agreed. 


And then ieaddeady out of the void came a 
strange story. A white-faced Staff oflicer re- 
ported that something odd was happening north 


of the Menin road. The enemy advance had 
halted! Then came the word that the Ist Divi- 
sion was re-forming. The anxious generals 


could searcely believe their ears, for it sounded 
a sheer miracle.. But presently.came the proof. 
though it was not for months that the full 
tale was known. Brigadier-General FitzClarence, 
commanding the Ist (Guards’) Brigade in the 
1st Division, had sent in his last reserves and 
failed to stop the gap. He then rode off to 
the headquarters of the division to explain how 
desperate was the position. 

But on the way, at a corner 
the Polygon Wood, he stumbled upon a bat- 
talion waiting in support. lt was the 2nd 
Worcesters, who were part of the right brigade 
of the 2nd Division. itzClarence saw in them 
his last chance. They belonged to another divi- 
sion, but it was no time to stand on ceremony. 
and the officer in command at once put them 
at his disposal. 

The. Worcesters, under very heavv artillery 
fire, advanced in & series of rushes for about a 
thousand yards between the right of the South 
Wales Borderers and the northern edge of 
Gheluvelt. Like Cole’s fusiliers at Albuera, 
they came suddenly and unexpectedly upon the 
foe. There they dug themselves in, broke up 
the German advarice into bunches, enfiladed it 
heavily, and brought it to a standstill. ‘This 
allowed the 7th Division to get back to its old 
line, and the 6th Cavelry Brigade to fill the 
gap between the 7th and the Ist Divisions. 
Before night feil the German advance west of 
Gheluvelt was stayed, and the British front 
was out of immediate danger. 
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WAR OFFICE INTELLIGENCE. 
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The Westminster Gazette relates a War Office 
story which ‘sounds almost incredible. Under a 
new system two books were set aside to:keep a 
record of those who came late to work. he 
system worked well, but one day the books dis- 
appeared, amd the system was dropped. Th:

THROUGH THE EYES OF HIS 
WIFE. 


It is unreasonable to expect stern impartiality 
from a man’s wife when she is writing his 
biography, especially when the man happens to 
have been Jack London and the wife the 
authoress of “A Woman Among the Head 
Hunters.” But Mrs. London’s book (which is 
published to-day by Messrs. Mills and Boon) is 
of absorbing interest from star to finish, and her 


vivid and easy style gives it a certain literary 


value, quite apart from its subject matter. 

Everybody has read one or other of Jack 
London’s many books, and has had a glimpee 
into the strange mixture of virtue, vice, and 
vigour that was the man. Jack London was 
what the Germans would call an Urmensch, 
primitive in his instincts and his tastes, never 
so happy as when he was fighting the tempests 
in some cockle-shell of a boat or roaming 
through the limitless woods of his beloved wilds. 

Mrs.. London lays great stress on the strong 
side of her husband’s character; but she 
idealises him out of all proportion. She sets 
out to be brutally frank, but her subject gets 
the better of her, and ‘out of a mere man, 
albeit a remarkable man, she makes a demi- 
od. She loved this boy-man as woman rarely 
oves a mate, and is still hypnotised by the 
power of his ‘compelling “nan tl Yet her 
book is an admirable ach evement, and throws 
much light on the more obscure corners of Jack 
London's career. j 2 4 : 

Jack London was born in San Francisco in 
1876. He died in 1916 of an internal malady, 
and the forty years thet he between are 
crammed full of work, adventure, and strenuous 
striving towards an ‘unachievable ideal. - He 
was an idealist of idealists, lacking, no doubt, 
that fine balance of mental equipoise that 
education alone can give, but fired with a 
boundless enthusiasrn for every task to which 
he turned his hand, and he turned it to many. 

Before he gave himself over solely to writing 
he was everything by starts and nothing long. 
He wae in a cannery, worked aes a sailor, was 
an oyster “pirate,” became a fisherman, a 

ute-worker, a coal shoveller, and a tramp. 

hen in 1894 he went to a high school, where 
his orthodox education began. ‘Two years after: 
wards he went to a university; but ne only 
remained there for one year, as, like many 
other spirited youths, the “call of the Klondike 
gold rush wae too strong for him. 

He was in Klondike during 1897 and. 1298, 
and returned to civilisation, where he spent a 
vear in writing. Shortly afterwards he met 
Charmian Kittredge, who was destined to write 
his biography, but just after he had met her a 

wild fancy seized him and he got married tq,a 
girl named Bessie Maddern, who bore him two 
children. 

Mise Kittredge more or less forgot him until 
the time of the Russo- Japanese War, when 
went to Korea as a war correspondent for one 
of the Hearst newspapert. While he was away 
his wife instituted proceedings against him for 
divoree, and soon after his return a decree was 
granted. Then he married Miss Kittredge, who 
was obviously his real affinity, and they ‘Jived 
hapnily ever after.

She was the complement of his complex 
character. and from the first day of their 
married life she devoted her whole life and 


energies to his serv ice, He was capricious, and 
when his malady became acute must have been 
very hard to live with: but Mrs. London was an 
ideal wife, and her story cf his last days on 
the Californian ranch ig a human document of 
the most impressive kind.

There is one reference to Ireland in Mrs. 
London's book. Here it is — 

One day in 1916, says Mrs. London, the young 
Trigh “ revolutionist;’’ Miss Kathleen O’ Brennan, 
came to visit her husband, and a mutual friend 
was very anxious to witness a tussle between 
the eat and her host. - e was not dis- 
appointed. ! “Never in my life, said the 
friend afterwards, ‘did I hear such a racial 
dre ssing down 4s Jack gave Ireland.’ 

The O’Brennan, with arguments that dis 
played more sentimentalism than logic, was de-

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IRELAND AND 
CATALONIA. 
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A CURIOUS ANALOGY. 


It is not generally realised how closely the 
position of Catalonia.in regard to the rest of 
Spain resembles that of Ireland in regard to the 
rest of the British Empire. 

The Catalonians,| like the Irish, have their 
own language. but; as is the case in Ireland 
with the English language, Spanish is the com- 
mercial medium of their country. Nevertheless. 
Catalan is stil! the! chief spoken language, an 
the Catalonians are so intensely proud of their 
tongue that there is no danger of its being 
superseded by Casthlan. 

As in Dublin, every street in Barcelona, the 
capital of Catalonia, has a plate bearing its 
name in two languages. There are one or two 
newspapers, as well as some weekly publications: 


| printed entirely in Catalan, and various theatres 


in Barcelona give! performances in that lan- 
guage. 
The two other languages spoken in Spain; 


Castilian and Portuguese-ralician, can be traced 
back to a common origin in Hispanic-Romance, 
but Catalan is a Gallo-Roman language, similiar 
to that spoken in the two southern French pro- 
vinces of Roussillon and Cerdagne

Although Catalonia has been made to pay 
taxes in excess of its proportionate share

A.D. 470 it was occupied by the Alans and 
the Goths, and in) 712 was conquered by the 
Moors.

Spaniards and the troops of Charlemagne in 
788, and the country was afterwards ruled by 
French counts who subsequently declared them- 
selves independent of France. 

By the marriage of Count Raymond Berenger 
IV. to Petronilla of Aragon, Catalonia becarie 


a- principality of the Crown of Aragon. This 
union caused much trouble and fighting, and 
wan Co ce i severed until at last, in 1640, 


when Philip IV: attempted to deprive Cata- 
dJonia of all its rights and privileges, the in- 
habitants successfully rebelled, ona put them- 
selves under the protection of Louis XIII. of 
France. 

The province wag restored to Spain in 1659, 
but was again occupied by the French in 1694. 

Juring the reign of Philip V. Catalonia, hav- 
ing again been annexed by Spain, was de- 
prived of all its liberties. This state of affairs 
continued until 1808, when the French invaded 
Spain and took possession of the much dis- 

puted province, It was finally annexed by 
Spain in 1814.

The House of Commons yesterday considered 

report che financial resolution for the pur- 
p of the Government's Unemployment pro- 
posals, which were dealt with in Committee the 
previous day. 
Dr. Addison said that the Prime - Minister's 
speech wae remarkable for what it omitted 
rather than for what it contained. He ex- 
pressed profound disappointment at the pro- 
posals of the Government, especially when they 
considered the magnificent and sustained advcr- 
tisement the occasion had received for weeks 
past in all the flaribovant headlines that had 
appeared. The Government proposals amounted 
to very little. The actual proposals for pro- 
viding work were passed over with his usual 
astuteness by the Prime Minister, because they 
were egregiously unworkable. The unemployed 
would be profoundly disappointed after the 
expectations that had been raised. The export 
eredit scheme had failed to function hitherto, 
and wonld continue to fail until they dealt with 
the difficulty raised by the fluctuating foreign 
exchanges. 

INSURANCE ACT. 

Dealing with the extension of the Insurance 
Act, he éaid that there were 600,000 insured 
yore now out of benefit, who woold return to 

nefit early next month. Meanwhile they were 
going to the poor law guardians and getting 
assistance. in some cases up to the amount of 
50s. each per week, When they again qualified 
for msurance benefit they would come down to 
15s., plus 9s., under the extended scheme. How 
were the poor law guardians to know which of 
these people were entitled to a continuance of 
poor law assistance, and which were not ? There 
would be absolute chaos in the administration 
of relief. 

The Prime Minister told them that the build- 
ing trade at present was engaged up to the 
limit of its capacity. That statement was un- 
true. (Oppdsition cheers.) There were 110,000. 
men connected with the building trade regis- 
tered as unemployed at the labour exchanges, 
though he admitted that a large number of 
these were concerned with the less skilled 
branches of the trade. He reforred to a house- 
building scheme at Ilford, which had heen so 
reduced by. the Ministry of Health that there 
were only 300 men engaged on it, though the

CRITIC ANSWERED. 
WHERE DR. ADDISON 
FAILED. 

Sir A. Mond said that, as Minister of Re- 
construction, Dr. Addison had ampie oppor- 
tunity of evolving a great echeme for dealing 
with unemployment, but he did not bring 
forward anything half as good as the present 
Government echeme. He now seemed to have 
abandoned the position of a statesman and as- 
sumed the worst ról of a tub-thumper.

that the scheme had been extended to every 
country in the world, and to the British Em- 
pire, where there were gootl exchanges. The 
Government were facilitating trade with the 
nations who could pay. Before the war 75 per 
cent. of our export trade was done overseas, 
and only 25 per cent. with Europe. Therefore, 
there was an enormous field for our export 
trade, quite apart from the countries with bad 
exchanges, and fllogical arguments about Ger- 
man reparations. 

Surely it was not beyond human capacity or 
human intelligence to find a means of obtain- 
mg reparations in a manner that would beneát 
and not harm us? Ht only required the ap- 
plication of a new orientation to the whole 
prebiem. All that was wanted was a stimulus. 
A great deal of our difficulty was psychological. 
If they could stimulate people to try to realise 
that there was not always a falling market. 
that the bottom had been reached, they would 
get rid of the present terrible depression. He 
was certain that if they could get over that 
dead point they would make a start ‘which 
\.ould surprise everybody. 


NO GLOOMY VIEW. 


He did not take a gloomy view of the future. 
If the scheme was pot large enough that was 
not the end of the world. ouse would 
meet again in February, and if the 25 millions 
was epent usefully in the interval they might 
find t more money could be applied on the 
same lines. It would be o to the House to 
reconsider théir decision. e scheme was far- 
reaching. : 

The credit of the Government and of the 
State was being used in order to get industry 
going. That was the importance of the thing— 
not the ammount—and it was a big, widespread 
principle.

MR. DE VALERA’S ACT. 


A WRECKING POLICY.

“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Mr. de Valera has sent a telegram to the 
Pope which, we imagine, will fill His Holiness 
with dismay, as it will certainly arouse indigna- 
tien among the people of this country and of 
the British Dominions. Towards the Pope him- 
self it is an act of impertinence, and towards 
the King, whose solicitude for the Irish people 
needs no proof, it is unmannerly to the point of 
churlishness. What value can attach to Mr. de 
Valera’s assurance that “we long to be at 
peace and in friendshiy with the people of 
Britain,” when he deliberately flouts the 
settled convictions of the British people upon 
the only terms on which peace and friendship 
between the British and the Irish peoples are 
possible? If he really speaks in the name of a 
majority of the Irish people, the chances of 
peace are small. 

We are fully aware . that irreconcilable 
ferces in this country, also, are working de- 
liberately to wreck the Irish Conference, but 
we know weil that those forces do not represent 
the feelings of the great majority in Great 
Britain which heartily desires peace with Ire- 
land and co-operation with her as a self-zovern- 
ing unit of the Empire. Yet it would be idle 
to ignore the strength which those forces may 
derive from a manifestation such as that of 
Mr. de Valera. It is the more necessary, there- 
fore, that those who truly seek peace, here and 
in Ireland, should redouble their efforts to 
secure it, despite famaticism and deliberate et- 
tempts to foment discord on either side of St. 
George’s Channel.

LABOUR'S ATTITUDE. 


I, appears that the Government's liability on 
accounts of relief works is not eo large as it 
was made to appear yesterday, writes. The 
Times Parliamentary Correspondent. The 
Prime Minister, in his epeech, dealt separa*ely 
with the emigration proposals, relief works, end 
the levy for the dependents of the unemployed 
and said that £10,000,000 would be sflocated 
for relief works.

It will follow that a sum of rather lees than 
£2,000,000 will be available for relief works. 
The Labour Party Ins decided to oppose the 
measure of special ralief for the dependerits of 
the unemployed, on two grounds—that the 
fncidence of the levy is restricted, and the 
application of the relief partial. 


SILESIAN DECISION. 


The Times, in a leading article dealing with 
the recommendation of the Council of the 
League of Nations on the Upper Silesian ques- 
tion published yesterday, observes:—This solu. 
tion wears, -at' first eight, an aspect of ex- 
cessive ingenuity. That is not, the fault of the 
Council of the League, which, in our opinion, 
has done extremely well the difficult work en- 
trusted to it.

The Irish nation might well feel 
ashamed of the manner in which many of her 
daughters to@ay were and of their 
attitude towards the Church of God in trying 
to keep out from her shores a deluge of im- 
morality. (Hear, hear.) 

A system of industry that condemned nine- 
tenths of the people to toil in, factories, 
frequently for starvation wages, and to live in 
s] whilst the other tenth lived in palatial 
splendour, receiving fat salaries for watching 
and keeping the slaves in order, was bound to

Mr, E. J. Riordan (Irish Industrial Devel 
ment Association) said that, while he was ful 
conscious of the unnatural difficulties that ha 

revented the development of industry in our 
and, every student, who studies the subject of 
the evolution of industry during the past cen- 
tury must realise that, to some extent; the fall- 
we Fe in production in Ireland was due to the 
adherence of Irish producers to the very system 
which Father Conefry contended should be re- 
vived in this country. Had they abandoned it 
at an earlier stage, and adopted the newer pro- 
cesses of production, it was probable. that 
numerous industries which declined or died out 
— still flourish in Ireland. The fact that 
Irish millers and tanners, for example, refrained, 
respectively, from installing the “roller- 
system,’ and the quicker processes of tanning 
leather, until many years after these methods 
had been adopted elsewhere, must be held re- 
sponsible for the temporary decline which took 
place in the Irish milling industry, and the 
almost total extinction of the Irish tanning in- 
Numerous Irish industries which at 
their full limit of production could not supply 
the normal Irish requirements for the classes 
of goods they a. are at present unable to 
secure enouch business in Ireland to keep their 
factori¢s goimg more than half-time. Some had 
altogether ceased producing. 

In the discussion which followed, a clergyman 
said that he feared it was a hopeless job to try 
to carry on these small industries against the 
competition of machinery. If such industries 
were to be of any value, he said, the people 
should be trained to make articles which no 
machine could make. There were such things, 
and he instanced lace-making as one of them 

Mr. McCracken said that if the people used the 
products of the country, and avoided buying the 
imported article, the gain would be immense. 

Father Conefry said that his primary object 
was not to make for the market at all. He 
wanted to give the people employment for their 
spare time in their own homes, and to make 
a self-supporting.

Srr,—Ae an illustration of how Dublin manu- 
facturers are being ‘‘served”’ by our Irish 
railway companies the following case speaks 
for itself. -On the 18th instant my firm re- 
ceived an order from a wholesale paper mer- 
chant in Cork for a half-ton lot of our brown 
wrapping paper to be forwarded, carriage paid, 
to their customer in Tralee. The carriage 
Kingsbrétdge to Tralee—206 miles—station ~ to 
station, was charged at the rate of 698. per 
ton—practically 3s. 6d. per cwt.—and, on our 
writing to the traffic manager, protesting 
against such an exorbitant charge, we this day 
received the following reply:—‘‘I beg to in- 
form you the rate charged—riz., 69s. per ton 
for coarse paper, Mingsbridge to Tralee—is 
quite correct.” The rates charged by the 
company in question to Cork—165 miles—and 
to Waterford—110 milese—are 34s. 7d. per ton, 
respectively, both of which are much in excess 
of what shoiild obtain im the case of important 
ee, CESE by cross-Channel steamers. It 
will thús be seen that the rate to Tralee 
amounts to double the rate to Cork, although

10s Is it 
to be wondered that so few of our local growers’ 
ventured to send fruit by rai] this season either 
to Dublin or Belfast? Of course. it is not for 
me to give advice to the railway companies as 
to what they ought to charge on consignments 
of this kind, but I make bold to say that much 
money is lost to their shareholders under the 
policy which they at present pursue. 

Once upon a time I, in my simplicity of 
heart, offered a quantity of cooking apples 
(Lane’s Prince Albert they were) to a firm of 
fruiterers in Dublin at a figure which would 
have allowed a profit of 7d. per ib. to the 
said firm. My offer was courteously, but 
witha] firmly, rejected. From this i 
naturally came to the conclusion that the profits 
of the retailers must work out very consider- 
ably more than by any chance mine could be. 

I presume, sir, that you indulge in an.apple 
now and then, and that the said apple is 
purchased ever the marble counter of one of 
Dublin’s leading fruiterers You will thus 
know the price per lb. or per one: but you will 
be surprised to learn what a smal! fraction of 
your hard-earned money reaches the tiny purse 
of him who cultivates the trea that bai 
your favourite pippin when the dessert comes 
upon your dinner table. I refrain from asking 
you to make the calculation, as you may, or 
may not, be gifted with a mathematica] brain 
but I can assure you that the number of figures 
in the denominator of the fraction far exceeds
